CASE OF THE PURLOINED PREAK- 
NESS: Though the hall of the staid old Riggs 
building may ring with cries of ’’Heresy!” there 
is substantial evidence at hand that Jockey Bob 
Ussery and Bally Ache won the Preakness on 
February 20, at, of all places, Hialeah. 

On that date Bally Ache, then owned by the 
Edgehill Farm of Toledo’s Leonard Fruchtman, 
was engaged in a mile-and-a-sixteenth allowance 
race which was to serve as his prep for the $ 100,- 
000 Flamingo Stakes a week later. Ussery and 
Bally Ache lost the race to Victoria Park but 
the lesson learned therein has since paid off in 
spades. 

To reconstruct the crime: Bally Ache was 
beaten 2V^ lengths by E. P. Taylor’s Victoria 
Park after struggling fiercely to subdue the pre¬ 
sumptuous Greek Page. It was no wonder that 
he was limp at the end. Fractions for that race 
were: :21^ for the quarter, the half in a blister¬ 
ing :44y5, the three-quarters in 1:08^ (the 
track record is 1:09), the mile in 1:334/^, and 
the full distance of 1 1/16 miles in 1:403/^, a 
new track record. 

Bally Ache was in front at the quarter, half 
and three-quarter calls but after such a merciless 
early roasting it was only natural that he should 
wilt in the stretch. Victoria Park put him away 
without a struggle. 

Ussery had learned the hard way that he 
couldn’t 22 it to the clubhouse turn if he was 
to 24 it through the home lane. 

Others had still to learn this lesson and an¬ 
other that Jimmy Jones was preaching as dogma 
in Florida. ’’You beat Bally Ache by relaying 
him.” Jones had said. ’’You take him by the 
head and run him into the ground and then 
send a fresh horse after him for the kill.” 

Unfortunately for the Parnell professor, he 
had the method but not the means of coping 
with Ballv Ache. He had hoped to have Calu¬ 
met’s Pied d’Or run with the plucky one early 
to soften him up, then send on Hillsborough 
to polish off the son of *Ballydam—Celestial 
Blue, by Supremus. Neither of the Calumet 
colts came up to the spring classics just right, 
and both were in the barn when the Derby and 
Preakness were run. 

Bally Ache was beaten 3IA lengths by Sunny 
June, I960 


Blue Farm’s Venetian Way in the Kentucky 
Derby because, his trainer claimed, he was a 
’’short” horse. He had had only a seven-furlong 
prep (Stepping Stone) between the Florida and 
Kentucky Derbies. "If the Stepping Stone had 
been a mile and a sixteenth my horse wouldn’t 
have been beaten in Louisville,” said Trainer 
Jimmy Pitt, as he fondled a replica of the Wood- 
lawn Vase. 

Though their winter peregrinations had af¬ 
forded Executive Director Lou Pondfield and 
Public Relations Director Charlie Johnson the 
Preakness nomination of virtually every three- 
year-old of note, only six colts answered the 
call to colors. But among them were the first 
three to finish in the Kentucky Derby. 

Pitt used the 1 l/l6-mile Preakness Prep 
as a means to fit Bally Ache for the world’s 
richest added-money race and at the same time 
to acquaint his charge with the Pimlico track. 
Trainer Vic Sovinski passed up the Prep in 
favor of a seven-furlong public workout 
(1:27 1/5) between races the same day. 

A few hours before Bally Ache took to the 
track for the Prep, announcement was made that 
the colt had been purchased from Fruchtman 
by a syndicate ”of less than 15 persons” for $1,- 
250,000. Known as the Turfland Corporation, 
the group is headed by Joseph L. Arnold, of 
Kentucky. 

The sale just missed by a few thousand dol¬ 
lars of topping the record price obtained for 
Nashua in December, 1955. Fruchtman, it was 
said, turned down a higher offer to accept the 
bid of the Turfland people, who agreed to re¬ 
tain Pitt as trainer, as stipulated by the former 
owner who retains an interest in the colt. 
Fruchtman had purchased Bally Ache for $2,500 
as a yearling and had won $543,527 with him 
in less than a year and a half of racing. 

There’ll be some people who will say that 
Bally Ache "stole” the Preakness and they will 
be wrong. The Preakness was given to the Turf¬ 
land star. 

Bally Ache took the lead in the first jump out 
of the gate and Ussery, minding his pace well, 
called all the shots thereafter. The others took 
back, to their later disgust, off a pace which saw 
the first quarter turned in a leisurely : 24 1/5,

the half in :48 4/5, three-quarters in 1:13 2/5, 
mile in 1:38 2/5 and the mile and three-six¬ 
teenths in 1:57 3/5. 

The time for the first six furlongs was 2 2/5 
seconds slower than the Derby’s run over a 
’good” track. 

Earlier in the year it was said by some out¬ 
spoken critics of Bally Ache that he wouldn’t 
stay, but if hereafter permitted such a leisurely 
pace as in the Preakness he will stay five miles. 

Bally Ache coasted until he entered the far 
turn, and, as a fresh horse, sprinted to the wire. 
Victoria Park came from last at the half-mile 
pole to be second without threatening the win¬ 
ner. Green Dunes Farm’s Celtic Ash, making 
only the seventh start of his career, hung after 
getting up to second and finished third. 

Venetian Way, the favorite? No one seems 
to know for sure how to explain his desultory 
performance. Jockey Bill Hartack thinks he 
knows, but won’t reveal his suspicions for fear 
that he might be wrong. Tliis is probably the 
only time in Hartack’s life that such a thought 
ever occurred to him. 

It was widely rumored that Venetian Way 
was ”on Butazolidin” in Kentucky, but Sovinski 
emphatically denied using the analgesic drug on 
the Derby winner, though under existing Ken¬ 
tucky laws he was perfealy free to do so. Buta¬ 
zolidin, however, is banned in Maryland, and 
in most other racing states on the grounds that 
it ’’affects the racing performance of a horse,” 
in the rather loose terminology of the National 
Association of State Racing Commissioners. 
Mud calks also affect the racing performance

of a horse but are both entirely ethical and 
beneficial under certain circumstances. 

At any rate, Venetian Way, placed behind 
Bally Ache without any effort to force the lat¬ 
ter’s pace, weakened badly in the stretch to finish 
ahead of only T. V. Lark. 

Bally Ache s Preakness, the 84th in the his¬ 
tory of the Maryland Jockey Club classic, netted 
his owners $121,000. It was the first time the 
Turfland colors had been seen in public and the 
victory provided a ten per cent down payment on 
Bally Aches $1,250,000 purchase price. In¬ 
cidentally, Bally Ache (for tax purposes and 
depreciation) was purchased as a racehorse and 
reportedly was not tested for fertility prior to 
his sale. 

An early morning shower and an all-day 
threat of more rain, coupled with high humidity, 
hurt attendance on May 21, Preakness Day. Pro-’ 
visions for an infield crowd of 10,000 had been 
made; less than 3,000 turned out. The 30,659 
on hand wagered $1,987,249 on the nine-race 
program. There were no show mutuels sold on 
the six-horse Preakness. Bally Ache paid $5.40 
and $2.80; Victoria Park’s backers received $5.80 
to place. 

Total attendance for the 12-day meeting 
reached 141,967, for an average of 11,851. The 
handle of $11,194,759 broke down into a $932,- 
897 per diem play. These figures mark gains of 
seven per cent in attendance and nine per cent 
in handle over comparative returns last spring. 

Shortly after the spring meeting closed, the 
demolition crew moved in to tear down the 
administration building and paddock, thus mak- 
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ing way for the ereaion of a new clubhouse, 
the ground level of which will be utilized as a 
paddock. Plans for the new structure which also 
will include administrative offices call for com¬ 
pletion prior to the opening of the fall meeting. 

In passing, it might be noted that many visit¬ 
ing horsemen connected with the Preakness 
principals expressed amazement to the writer 
over the gracious manner in which they were 
hosted and looked after by the Maryland Jockey 
Club. "IVe never seen anything like this in 
California,” said one owner. "Never enjoyed my¬ 
self more in my life,” added Louis Feustel, 76- 
year-old trainer of Man o’ War, whose 40th 
Preakness anniversary was being commemorated. 

One way or another, Preakness week was a 
memorable one—all the way around. 

PARADISE REVISITED: Last fall, Hugh A. 
Grant’s Airmans Guide closed out her two-year- 
old season by winning the 1 l/l6-mile Mar¬ 
guerite Stakes under Jockey (Call me Bill) Har- 
tack over a "good” track at Pimlico. She was to 
have run in the $20,000-added Black-Eyed Susan 
Stakes (nee Pimlico Oaks) on May 14 under 
the exact same conditions until a meeting at 
the summit of Old Hilltop resulted in a change 
of riders. 

Hartack had ridden Airmans Guide in the 
two previous races of her sophomore campaign 
(second in the Ashland and third in the Ken¬ 
tucky Oaks) and had suggested to Trainer Bert 
B. Williams that he ship the fiUy to Pimlico 
for the Black-Eyed Susan. Williams took this 
to mean that Hartack in so doing had agreed to 
ride the filly. Indeed, it had seemed that all was 


in order when releases announced that Hartack 
would be at Pimlico for the mount. 

Hartack, however, wanted to ride Our Jody 
in the Betsy Ross at Garden State the same 
afternoon. ITien, in a quick succession of events, 
the Pimlico stewards suspended Hartack for 
"giving conflicting calls on his services.” So ad¬ 
vised, Hartack asked for a hearing that evening, 
and, after keeping the stewards waiting while 
he drove to Baltimore and dined at the, Lord 
Baltimore, was successful in talking himself out 
of the suspension, stating, in effea, "it was all 
a misunderstanding.” 

He got off with a $200 fine. Actually, how¬ 
ever, he lost $1,486 by not riding the successful 
Airmans Guide. Our Jody finished eighth in 
the Betsy Ross. 

Willie Harmatz, who rode Royal Orbit to 
victory in the 1959 Preakness, and who come 
East this season to handle T. V. Lark, landed 
the mount on the Grant filly. She stepped to the 
front, was headed by Irwin David’s Chalvedele 
in the stretch but came again to post a three- 
quarter-length victory. Her time was 1:46 1/5, 
two ticks faster than her Marguerite time. But 
this time her jockey did not lose an iron. 

A bay daughter of One Count—^Navigating, 
by Hard Tack, Airmans Guide was winning her 
first race of the year. Last season she was beaten 
only once (seventh in the Princess Pat to 
Heavenly Body) in six starts. The Black-Eyed 
Susan was worth $14,862.50 to Mr. Grant, who 
won the $100,000 Messenger Stakes with Count¬ 
ess Adios that evening. Airmans Guide had won 
$64,175 following the Black-Eyed Susan. 

Wheatley Stable’s favored Warlike finished

third, three lengths behind the Danny Shea, 
Jr.-trained Chalvedele. Alan T. Clarke’s Leemow- 
lee completed the field. 

CHESAPEAKE BAY TROUBADOUR: 
Burdened with insignificant impost (108 
pounds) and backing (almost 24 to 1), Mrs. 
Louisa d’A. Carpenter’s Troubadour II toiled 
away in the stretch to win the nine-furlong Riggs 
Handicap, May 7, from a field of eleven other 
turf specialists. The five-year-old English-bred 
son of Gucrsant—Fair and True, by Orthodox, 
remained off the early pace of Quiz Star and 
caught Crasher on the post to register by a head. 

The Riggs winner was claimed for $25,000 
from Hasty House Farm in March at Gulfstream 
Park and was winning for the second time for 
Springfield Stable, Mrs. Carpenter’s nom de 
course. 

Springfield Farm, at Rock Hall on the Eastern 
Shore, is a l,(XX)-acre nursery restored by Mrs. 
Carpenter in 1954. Sixteen broodmares and the 
stallions Jabneh and Speaker Will are quartered 
at Sprin^eld, which is managed by Hugh L. 
(Needles) Fontaine. The latter also trains the 
Springfield horses. 

Over a firm course. Troubadour II made a 
shambles of Prince du Holme’s nine-furlong 
record of 2:(X) 1/5, lowering it by ten full sec¬ 
onds. His victory was worth $49,80 at $2 cash¬ 
iers’ windows and $11,395 to his owner. 

(Juiz Star, starting topw eight under 124 
pounds, flattened out badly in making his first 
start since winning the Wilwyn Handicap at 
Laurel. 

Llangollen’s Crasher was a head behind the 
winner and a like distance to the fore of third- 
place Amber Diver, from the stable of F. Am¬ 


brose Clark. J. R. Clark II’s King OTurf was 
fourth. 

Frankie Lovato rode the winner. 

TWO FOR THE PRICE OF ONE: The over¬ 
night Baltimore Spring Handicap, last run un¬ 
der stakes conditions in 1957 when won by 
Montpelier’s Nahodah, was nm in two divisions 
on opening day at Pimlico, May 6, each division 
carrying a purse of $5,000. 

Randolph D. Rouse’s Sky Point surprised at 
$39 to win the first division in 1:24 4/5. He 
led throughout the seven-furlong test to win by 
a head from F. Ambrose Clark’s favored Phae¬ 
ton. S. D. Quarles’ Ess Dee was third. Charlie 
McKee rode the Norman L. Haymaker-trained 
winner. Sky Point is a four-year-old gelded son 
of *Big Dipper II—Kirke, by * Mahmoud. He 
carried 114. 

Llangollen Farm’s Bob II had to work even 
harder to win the second division under 116 
pounds. Breaking in front from the inside post 
position, Bob IPs elapsed time for a front-run¬ 
ning score was 1:24. He just lasted to win by a 
nose from Shoestring Stable’s Ashlar. C. Mahlon 
Kline’s Saim was another 2V^ lengths in ar¬ 
rears. 

Bob II was ridden by Larry Adams. Stanley 
T. Greene, Jr., trains the five-year-old Argen¬ 
tine-bred stallion by Cyrus the Great—Bateria, 
by Full Sail. 

A BREEZE: Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Idolater, 
a three-year-old gray son of * Mahmoud—Irisen, 
by Sweep Like, completely dominated the third 
running of the Maryland Derby, at Laurel, April 
30. Carrying topweight of 122 pounds and 
backed down to 2 to 5, Idolater took over after 
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a half, at which juncture Cold Cut capitulated, 
and merely breezed through the stretch to win 
by five lengths. He was never placed under pres¬ 
sure by Jockey Nick Shuk and toured the mile 
in 1:38 3/5. Mrs. George Brown, Jr.s Lady’s 
Maid, while no match for the winner, caught 
the flagging Cold Cut to earn second money 
Leemowlee was fourth in the field of eight 
Mar)'land-breds. 

The Maryland Derby was Idolater’s fifth win 
in 18 starts, increasing his earnings to $49,022. 
He has been second five times and third three 
times. Earlier this season he had been second to 
Francis S. in the Governor’s Gold Cup at Bowie 
and won Laurel’s Chesapeake Stakes. 

George Poole, trainer of the Vanderbilt 
horses, sent out Idolater wearing bandages in 
front. The gray has had a history of rapping 
himself but reportedly came back unmarked in 
his Laurel races. 

Idolater is out of the good stakes-winning 
mare Irisen, owned during her racing days by 
O. L. (Otts) Nyberg. 

LAUREL RESUME: Business at Laurel’s 29- 
day spring meeting was off slightly from last 
year’s session. Attendance slipp^, but only by 
one per cent; mutuels handle lagged three per 
cent behind 1959 spring figures. The extra day 
of competition with Garden State probably 
made the difference. Last season Laurel com¬ 
peted with the Jersey oval on only one after¬ 
noon. 

The average attendance was 11,319; per diem 
handle stood at $1,023,601. 

First Landing, victor in the Laurel Maturity, 
was the meet’s top money-winning horse ($43,- 
135) and earned similar honors for his owner, 
Christopher T. Chenery. Idolater, hero of the 
Chesapeake and Maryland Derby, and Alfred 
G. Vanderbilt were runners-up in the money- 
won department. 

With 30 wins in 194 mounts, Robert E. Corle 
nailed down riding honors, with a bulge of eight 
wins over his closest rival, Joe Culmone. Nick 
Shuk (18) and Howard Grant (17) finished 
third and fourth. Jockey L. Graham won with 
four of his seven mounts to pace the hurdle 
riders. 

Raymond B. Archer topped the trainers with 
10 successes. Johnny Tammaro (7) was second, 
while W. H. Bishop, Bernie Bond, J. D. Emery, 
Bill Resseguet, Ch^lie White and Bill Zakoor 
tied with six wins apiece.

Mrs. Edith L. Price’s homebred Yes You Will 
wrote a new chapter in the rich seven-furlong 
stakes. One of New York’s premier sprint fea¬ 
tures, the Carter was won in 1948 by the queen 
of Maryland-bred mares, Gallorette, and four 
years later by * Northern Star, now standing at 
Peter Jay’s Windmill Hill Farm, Churchville. 

The pride of Timonium had none the best 
of it in the $59,700 Aqueduct attraction. Never 
a bullet from the gate. Yes You Will had to 
shoulder topweight of 122 pounds, break from 
No. 9 ix>st, take the long way home and equal 
the 1:22 2/5 track record (since lowered to 
1:22 by Rare Rice) before he could lay claim 
to the winner’s share of $38,205. 

Mail Order, coming off two rapid six-furlong 
victories, blazed the first quarter in :22 1/5, the 
half in a dazzling :44 1 /5 and the three-quarters 
in 1:09 1/5 (the track record is 1:09 2/5) be¬ 
fore Yes You Will hauled down his ensign in 
the closing strides. 

The four-year-old son of Rough’n Tumble— 
Yes She Will, by Reaping Reward, was ridden 
by his regular jockey, Larry Adarns, and was 
trained for his initial stakes win outside of his 
home province by E. R. (Roddy) Myers. The 
colt was freshened following his Campbell 
Handicap victory at Bowie and prepped for the 
Carter in the Valley Forge Handicap at Garden 
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State Park. The Price ace was a bit short in the 
mile-and-70-yard Valley Forge, finishing second 
to Manassa Mauler. 

The Carter was Yes You Will’s fourth win 
in seven starts this season and the 14th in a 28- 
race career. His earnings have mounted to $174,- 
798, and have financed a mink stole and a 20- 
acre farm on Dance Mill Road for his owner. 

ILL WIND THAT BLEW GOOD: Nine- 
year-old Constance Rossetti, owner of the Tus¬ 
cany—Skeet Willow, by *Princequillo, filly ad¬ 
judged reserve champion of the MHBA yearling 
show at Timonium, is the niece of Mr. and Mrs. 
Samuel M. Pistorio. Soon after the strapping 
chestnut filly was foaled at Pistorio Farm little 
Connie adopted it *‘as her very own.”

Pistorio’s sister, Angela, is the sun around which 
their lives orbit. 

Ray Rossetti, Connie’s father, manages his 
brother-in-law’s Turf Valley Country Club which 
was formally opened May 28. 

The name Hurricane Minny, registration for 
which has been applied for, honors both Mrs. 
Pistorio and the storm which threatened to blow 
down the sales tent at the Pistorio sale.

Max Hirsch was an early 
arrival at the MHBA yearling show to look over 
Rigan McKinney’s champion Roman—Say Blue 
colt. The handsome brown colt goes to Saratoga 
in McKinney’s Blarney consignment . . .

Citation as the best American-bred. He tabs 
Bill Winfrey as the best young trainer. 

In winning a $7,500 purse race at Hollywood 
Park in May, Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s ten-year-old 
Find increased his earnings to $785,240, to be 
less than $10,000 behind his illustrious former 
stablemate. Native Dancer. The latter ranks 
eighth on the list of all-time leading money- 
winners. In winning the race. Find, a gelded son 
of Discovery—Stellar Role, by Bimelech, ran the 
mile in 1:35, undoubtedly the fastest mile ever 
turned in by a ten-year-old. When his daughter 
Bright Silver won the Debutante Stakes after 
scoring in a division of the Lafayette Stakes, 
Native Dancer became the leading sire of two- 
year-olds in America, with four winners of six 
races and $26,501 in first monies.

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Dread Virus Beaten 

By Snowden Carter 

There are many diseases which strike race¬ 
horses, but in the breeding industry none is 
more feared than virus abortion. 

It hits broodmares in the final months of 
pregnancy, invariably resulting in a dead foal. 
Also, it spreads from mare to mare and from 
barn to barn, and, in most instances, an entire 
crop of unborn foals is lost. 

Breeders have been bankrupt by the disease, 
and the very mention of virus atertion fills a 
horseman s heart with alarm. 

But this year it was proved at Alfred Gwynne 
Vanderbilt s Sagamore Farm that an alert crew 
can stop the spread of the dead virus. The proof 
came subsequent to January 17 when a mare 
booked to Native Dancer aborted her foal. 

The disease was confined to just that one 
victim. 

Harold H. Ferguson, Sagamore’s manager, 
gives this account of the episode: 

’’The infected mare arrived at Sagamore on 
January 14. We took routine precautions and 
she appeared healthy. Her temperature was 
taken as a matter of course, and it was normal. 

**It rained the following day, so she wasn’t 
turned out. On January 16, she went out to 
pasture with the other mares. But she was a 
stranger to the others and stayed by herself in¬ 
stead of joining the group. Turned out again 
the next day, she still appeared normal, yet 
still wasn’t accepted by the other mares.” 

There was no forewarning of the disaster 
that was to occur the night of January 17. 

Noah Gill, manager of the farm’s broodmare 
division, tells the story: 

"Nick Troyer, our night watchman, woke me 
up a little after 10 o’clock that night. He said 
the new mare from Virginia had slipped her 
foal. I live right here on the farm, and it didn’t 
take me more than a couple minutes to get to 
the barn. 

"I had Nick put on galoshes before he went 
in the stall. He took the dead foal out, then he 
took off his galoshes and disinfected them. I 
had him go to the dormitory where he washed 
and changed all his clothes. 

"Then he was sent to the yearling barn which 
is a long way from the broodmares. He was told 
not to return to the broodmares until further 
notice. The next day Dr. (John) Gadd sent the 
foal to the University of Maryland for examina¬ 
tion. The mare was kept in her stall, the out¬ 
side farm crew (which is usually assigned only 
to maintenance and repair work) took care of 
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her. Nobody went in her stall without rubbers, 
which were always disinfected. 

"In a few days, the university confirmed that 
it was virus abortion. We hadn’t had a single 
mare foal, and we stood to lose the entire crop. 
With all those Native Dancers due, you can see 
what the farm was facing. 

"Our first step was to get the infected mare 
away from the others. We had one of the farm 
crew lead her to the isolation barn a mile away. 
And other men from that crew walked behind 
the mare, sloshing disinfectant on her trail. 

"Her only companion in the isolation barn 
was a pony. She stayed there for 70 days.” 

Ferguson then took over the narrative: 

"That mare’s stall is still empty. We won’t 
use it again until next year. 

"We didn’t start to breathe easy until the 
other marcs commenced to foal in February. 
Now most of them have had their foals, and 
they’re all normal. 

"Now I’m happy to say it looks like the danger 
is past.” 

But how about the that unfortunate mare 
from Virginia relegated to the isolation barn? 

"Oh,” said Fergie, "she’s fine. We bred her 
to Native Dancer, and she’s been pronounced in 
foal.”—from The Evening Sun. 

Talbot County Show 

The Talbot County Horse and Pony Show 
originally scheduled for a two-day affair will 
be staged on Sunday, July 24.

Virus Research 

Review of Grayson Foundation Virus Re¬ 
search at the University of Kentucky 

In order to bring into focus the work on 
equine viruses at the University of Kentucky 
under Dr. E. R. Doll and associates for the past 
year, a brief review of the highlights of the past 
work will be of interest. 

In 1932 and 1933, Drs. Dimock and Edwards 
in Kentucky, called attention to outbreaks of 
abortion among mares in which no bacteria 
could be cultivated from the fetuses. It was con¬ 
cluded that they were dealing with an infectious 
disease that was caused by a filterable agent, 
probably a virus. 

In 1947, Grayson Foundation placed a grant 
with the University of Kentucky for research 
in virus abortion. At about the same time grants 
were also made at the University of Maryland 
for influenza studies and Vanderbilt University 
for tissue culture studies of equine viruses. 
From these grants, wc added considerably to our 
limited knowledge of these diseases. 


Meanwhile, in Hungary in 1941, workers 
proposed that virus abortion was a secondary 
effect of equine influenza infection of pregnant 
mares. By 1949 they had proved this observa¬ 
tion by research. 

Workers under the Grayson grants were de¬ 
veloping laboratory techniques, such as com¬ 
plement fixation and serum neutralization tests 
which proved to be important aids in the study 
of this disease and had some value in diagnosis. 

Two most important techniques were devel¬ 
oped by 1953. By direct inoculation of the virus 
into the fetuses of pregnant mares, it was pos¬ 
sible to produce 100 per cent abortions. The sec¬ 
ond was propagation of the abortion virus in 
suckling Syrian hamsters. Both of these re¬ 
sulted in a less expensive source of virus strains, 
enabled workers to detect the virus in labora¬ 
tory animals, isolate new strains and, of major 
importance, it provided conclusive evidence 
that the abortion virus and the two strains of 
influenza virus being studied in Maryland were 
identical. 

In 1956, the study of an abortion outbreak 
in Ohio, resulted in the isolation of another 
cause of abortion, equine arteritis virus. Symp¬ 
toms of abortion, respiratory complications and 
fever were essentially the same as from the old 
virus abortion, now named rhinopneumonitis. 
However, arteritis is clinically different when 
accompanied by pinkeye or swelling of the legs. 

In 1958, an A-type influenza virus recov¬ 
ered from horses was received in the laboratory 
from Czechoslovakia. This virus produces a dis¬ 
ease clinically similar to that resulting from 
infection by rhinopneumonitis virus and to mild 
forms of arteritis. The A-type influenza virus 
is a member of the group of viruses causing 
influenza of man and swine. Serum tests have 
provided presumptive evidence that the A-type 
virus is present in horses in this country. 

At the present time, three separate and dis-

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tinct viruses in the equine respiratory com¬ 
plex have been isolated and identified, all caus¬ 
ing symptoms formerly described as influenza. 
Two of them, the arteritis and rhinopneumon- 
itis viruses cause abortion in mares. These two 
viruses are not like the influenza viruses as 
found in man and swine. There are undoubt¬ 
edly more, as yet, unknown. 

A vaccine to prevent abortion and central 
respiratory disease has always been the purpose 
of this research program. In 1941, a vaccine was 
prepared from tissue of an aborted fetus and 
used on mares following an outbreak. Conclu¬ 
sive benefit was not apparent. A great deal of 
work went into efforts for developing an effec¬ 
tive killed vaccine from equine, and later from 
hamster tissue. A killed vaccine, if effective, is 
safer, as it will not infect the animal. By 1955, 
Dr. Doll became convinced that this vaccine was 
not effective and the decision was made to in¬ 
vestigate a live virus vaccine grown in ham¬ 
sters. 

It had been observed that horses became im¬ 
mune for variable periods following infection 
by the rhinopneumonitis virus. The problem 
was to find a suitable strain of virus and to 
determine procedure for using it safely and ef¬ 
fectively. In 1952 and 1953, two groups of 
maiden mares were bred, subjected to live virus 
inoculation early in pregnancy and subjected to 
a challenge inoculation late in pregnancy. The 
results indicated that mares could be inoculated 
with live, unattenuated virus early in pregnancy 
with small risk of abortion. Numerous experi¬ 
ments were conducted from 1954 through 1957 
on the immunizing effect and safety of live 
virus propagated in hamsters. The experience 
indicated desirability of using a vaccine strain 
that was only slightly modified for control of 
respiratory infection, but one that was suffi¬ 
ciently tamed that there would be little risk of

causing abortion. A series of safety tests during 
1956 and 1957 indicated that a desirable bal¬ 
ance had been achieved. 

Experimental field testing was initiated in 
June and July of 1958 to obtain information on 
performance of the vaccine under practical 
conditions. In this period, 1,200 mares, 700 
sucklings and 300 yearlings received the vac¬ 
cine, which was sprayed into the nose. Approxi¬ 
mately 1,900 horses, 840 of which were preg¬ 
nant mares, received a second vaccination in 
October and November. Use of the vaccine was 
not attended by immediate undesirable reactions. 

All persons using the vaccine were advised 
that there was a possibility of the vaccine caus¬ 
ing abortion, particularly the first time it was 
used. This possibility becomes less with suc¬ 
ceeding vaccinations. There were three abor¬ 
tions that occurred within a time after vaccina¬ 
tion and under circumstances that would indi¬ 
cate that the vaccine virus could have been re¬ 
sponsible for infection of the fetus. One farm 
had seven abortions, but the time after vac¬ 
cination and all other circumstances associated 
with this incident indicated that another "Wild’' 
virus was responsible for the abortions. Includ¬ 
ing all abortions from vaccinated mares, the 
loss was 1.19 per cent. The loss was 0.35 per 
cent when calculated for abortions appearing 
to result from the vaccine virus. 

On farms using this vaccine, one had seven, 
one two and one a single abortion. Total— 
Three farms with ten abortions. On farms not 
vaccinating, one had nine, one three, two with 
two each and nine with one abortion. Total— 
thirteen farms with twenty-five abortions. 

During the year, an agreement was worked 
out with the U. S. Department of Agricul¬ 
ture for allowing interstate movement of the 
live virus vaccine. A tentative understanding 
with commercial biologies manufacturers was 
reached for them to produce and market the 
vaccine. 

The work planned for the next year is to con¬ 
tinue experimental and laboratory tests on the 
abortion virus, repeat the field tests with the 
live virus nasal spray, develop means of grow¬ 
ing the arteritis virus, further study of the 
A-type influenza virus and develop a tissue cul¬ 
ture system for isolating other viruses from 
horses. 

We now have a significant number of horses 
that have received the live virus vaccine, and 
plan to add more this year. As these increase 
in number, the incidence of abortion in the 
mares and incidence and severity of respiratory
